Value-of'Vaccines 


There are available vaccines wiiich 


many pljj-sicians believe are,of value 
in preventing the disease. However i 
their value has not been sufficiently 
established' to warrant their" uses, in 
every child, a recommenation which 
is made'for ,the control 
of. diph- 


theria','for-example,. 


Whereas-'-whooping 'cought in. It- 


self is not an extremely serious con- 
diton, the records indicate that it is 
extremely dangerous .to small, par- 
ticularly those 'under one year of 
age.- In order '• children, the after 
effects and complications, such as 


pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, 
distur- 


bances of the heart, and similar 
troubles, are sufficient to make- the 
disease dangerous. 
More than 90 


per cent of all deaths from whooping 
cough occur in children, under five 
years of age. 


In the control of this disease," it 


is of the utmost importance to keep 
the child with whooping cough, away 
from other children. 
Thus preven- 


tion depends primarily on the "par- 
ents of the.sick child as well as on 
the parents of other children in the 
vicinity.

Keep the Children Alone 


Children should be kept away from 


other children who have coughs and 
colds. .Whenever a cough or cold 
persists more than su day or two, 
the child should have, p.rpper medi- 
cal attention.'

If parents know of other children' 


in -the. neighborhood 
who 
have 


whooping cough and .who are being 
permitted to play outdoors with tlxe 
gang, the health department should 
be notified, so. that the sick child 
will be put under the control of its. 
parents, and the latter informed that 
the child must be kept alone until 
it is well. 


In most communities the parents 


of children with whooping : cpugh 
are not. considered as .in quarantine, 
and are: permitted to go about their 
daily work. 


A sign on the door to the effect

Besides being 
a pioneer In big 


business Mr. Wanamaker was a pa- 
triot and a religious and reform lead- 
er, the latter work resulting from 
his one time desire to become a 
clergyman. 


Tracing the life of the great re- 


tailer from childhood to erection of 
his mammoth siore buildings in New 
York and Philadelphia, Mr. Garri- 
son said the only thing Wanamak- 
er's boyhood 
friends 
remembered 


about him was the fact he was a 
sleepy youngster always taking cod 
liver oil. 


Wanamaker's first job -was with 


the Barclay-Lippencott company of 
Philadelphia and he lost it after a 
short time because he had too many 
ideas and his imagination was too 
great. It was Wanamaker who first 
wanted to have clothes on manikins 
in front of stores changed as 
the 


weather changed and who coined 
the expression, "seasonal goods at 
reasonable prices." 


Leaving his first job, Wanamaker 


took another and in the course of 
three years went from errand boy 
to manager of a department.

was at this time that his health 
broke down and he seriously consid- 
ered going into the ministry finally 
deciding that perhaps

ing was the best place for him. 


At the age of 23 he organized his 


own business, a clothing store and

advertising,

At the age of 31 Wanamaker 


founded the first «f the great stores 
he was to establish in Philadelphia.

buildings 
which • are 


monuments to him. The first was 
in Philadelphia, the second in New 
York, Wanamaker was one of the 
first business men to take personal 
interest in employes, inaugurating,- 
vacations with pay, half days off on 
Saturdays and health 
departments 


to look after help. 


Wanamaker also found time 
to 


devote to political life and was post- 
master general under President Har- 
rison. 
Here he inaugurated the 


rural free delivery and saw it in- 
crease by leaps and bounds until 
now there are over 50,00 routes in 
the country.

"Slenderizing for illhealth, or slen- 


derizing for health .is a choice that 
must be considered' when loss of 
weight is destSd," declares the .bul- 
letin. "Many things are to be weight- 
ed beside pounds of flesh. The gen- 
eral condition of one's health, pres- 
ence of overweight 
measured 
ac- 


cording to accepted weight standards 
and not one's desire, age and the 
method of reduction followed, are all 
factors to be considered. 


"If you desire to slenderize, first 


have a thorough physical examina- 


tion by your family physician and let 
him decide as to the necessity or 
desirability for so doing. If he ap- 
proves, then have him recommend a 
method of reducing to suit your par- 
ticular needs.

trition and normal growth, and by

Sweet Alyssum Ideal 


As An Edging Plant 


Sweet alyssum is ideal as an edg- 


ing plant. Nothing in the way of 
annuals grows more easily and pro- 
duces a greater wealth of bloom. The 
only care necessary is to thin it 
to give the plants at least six inches 
of room and let them go their way. 
They speedily develop a sheet of 
white that increases in depth and 
width as the season progresses. Al- 
yssum does not transplant as readily 
as other annuals and there is little 
need to transplant it. Sow it where 
it is to grow and thin it out to the 
requisite distance. 
The new compact forms are vastly 


superior to the old-fashioned type 
plant in giving a.closer growing tuft 
with purer white flowers and Jess 
noticeable green centers. The one 
cultural point about sweet alyssum, 
and this not a. very particular one, 
is that it is a lime loving plant and

Assembly approval may great the ad- 
ministration bill for substitution ot 
a director of personnel for the civi: 
service commission. 


The bill was introduced by the As- 


sembly committee on judiciary of 
vhlch Alvin Eels, Madison, Progres- 
sive floor leader, is chairman and he 
was consulted on the contents ot the 
Mil before its introduction. Speaker 
Charles B. Perry, conservative who 


mcnt with Eeis and the Progressives 
on measures he favored, was also 
consulted and suggested changes In 
the bill. 


In addition to- having administra- 


tion approval, as part of the KoJjler 
program for an advisory council at- 
tached to the governor's office, tbe 
lull has the approval of A. E. Garey, 
termer state senator and executive 
secretary °£ *ne civil service commis- 
M>n, •whose office would be continued 
in the form of "personnel director," 
by the measure. 


Among the principal provisions of 


the biill are clauses bringing under 
the civil serv'"e law state employes 
of these departments, who have been 
exempt: railroad commission, prohi 
bition, department, legal examiners 
of the industrial commission, super- 
intendents of charitable and penal 
institutions, reviser of statutes' em- 
ployes, but not the revisor;' jail in- 
spectors, public instruction and law 
employes in the department of en- 
gineering. 


The director of personnel would be 


a member, with the proposed budg- 
et director, of the governor's advis- 
ory council or "cabinet" which 
is 


proposed in 
other 
administration 


measures. He would be named by the 
governor, only after- a director was 
suspended for cause, and would be 
paid "such salary as may be fixed 
by the governor," subject to legal 
limits. Such appointment by the gov- 
ernor, however, would come only af- 
ter the two remaining members of 
tha board of personnel appoints an 
examining commission, which con- 
ducts an examiination for director 
and certifies the names of success- 
ful candidates to the governor. 


The personnel board, besides the 


director, would consist of two per- 
sons, appointed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, for four year terms, paid $25.00 
per day for time actually spent in 
"bi-monthly meetings, with the two 
members of the civil service having 
the longest terms remaining as the 
first board. 


The director is given wide powers 


of salary-setting, with the advice of 
advisory members, and orders of the 
commission are subject to approval 
by the governor. Immediately after 
organization of the joint committee 
on finance of the legislature, each 
session, the personnel director is di 
reeled to report to rflmt body the 
salary ranges for the various grades 
and classes in the civil services, and 
make recommendation regarding In- 
crease or decrease according to sal- 
aries paid in comparable offices out- 
side the state service and accord- 
ing to the state's financial condi 
tion. The board may change salaries 
Lv.tween legislative terms, however, 


'T>hen such action is made desir- 
able by changing employment and 
economic conditions." 


Appeals from decisions of the di- 


rector are provided, for; they would 
come to the board. 


The bill inserts two clauses giving 


veterans of the world war advantage 
cf five points each for service and 
disability in the war, in addition to 
their grade points on 
successful 


•jassage of the civil service tests. 
This takes care of other bills now be- 
lore the legislature. The bill also ex- 
empts all positions from the soldiers 
preference law which are not under 
;he civil service. 


Any political work on the part of 


persons under the civil service is 
nade grounds for dismissal from the 
state service.
